and are getting hetter every day with 
the hard hour’s physical drill we 
have 

I saw Jock Oliver last night but 
didn’t have a chance to sneak to hint 
as I was on picket. He looks thin 
but otherwise he is alright. Am go- 
ing down to see him to-morrow night 

Do you remember me speaking of a 
bugler in the 89th at Red Deer by 
name of Craick, a little fgir-haired 
fellow. He and I[ used to chum a- 
around together. Well, he is in Iolke- 
stone hospital with a very scrious 
wound. A bullet richotteted off some- 
thing and entered above the knee 
making a foarful gash. A wound of 
that sort is twice as bad as a clean 
hole because the bullet when it 
glances off something strikes the 
body full side on and instead of a 
clean wound, gashes and makes a 
fearful wound. Anyway Craik.is of n, 
more use in this war and will be 
sent home as soon as possible. 

‘‘Bob’’ Pearson is to go back to the 
front again as he was only slightly 
wounded in the bag and head. Paul 
Steele is jake and hasn’t been to the 
trenches yet. He was sent to the hos» 
pital the day before the rest of the 
boys went into the trenches and camo 
on the day after. Pretty tough luck, ! 
e 

Like our new work fine, very inter- 
esting to us. Making great advances’ 
in the work, at least the Corporal 
says so. The people scem to have tho! 
idea that machine gunning is hard’ 
and dangerous work, but I fail to 
sec it, Everybody says that machino 
gin is the best job over there. 

250 of the American Legion are to 
move into this deaot this week, so 
guess there will be something stir-. 
ring next week; 250 mon from anotha 
er battalion are expected in also this 
week, so. we will soon have a {ull 
depot(2100 men) again. 

After acknowledging the receipt of 
a number of parcels from friends and 
relatives he goes on:— 

Now, that tho evenings gro getting 
shorter gnd darker, have more timo 
to write letters as there is nothing 
to do outside, so stay in barracks 
most of tho time. It is dark here at 
6 o'clock, so you sec by the timo; 
that we get cleaned up after parade 
and get supper wo have very little 
time till dark and, as there is no use 
going to town after dark, we spend 
our evenings in camp. We have two 
fire places in our hut and lately havo 
had them going. ‘That’s one thing 
I'm going to have when I get home 
a fireplace. Gee, but they’re nice and 
give a lot of heat too, and also they 
don’t take up much room. 

By the looks of things over yonder 
at present, I doubt whether the war 
will be over this fall. Everybody 
who has returned from the front late 
ly say that it all depends on tho 
weather. If the good weather con- 
tinues we'll have them licked by 
Christmas; if they get bad weather, 
we'll have to Wgit till spring before 
they finish them. We have them on 
the go now and if everything stays 
all right we'll have them licked in a 
little while . 

I guess we will soon be over there 
but we should worry. We'll have it 
easy now that winter is approaching 
Would like to spend Christmas Here 
but if we have to go, will go willing- 
ly, because that is what we came 
over for.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Kegulations. 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section uf available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
tchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Suv-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain ‘conditions. 

Dutieos—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nino miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence’ in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres ex- 
ra cultivation. Pre-emption patent 
may be obtained as soon as home- 
stead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler 
homestead right may take a_ pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect 
a house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may be 
substituted for cultivation under cer- 
tain conditions.

SASKATCHEWAN’S

A respectable figurehead has been 
found for the Saskatchewan govern- 
ment in the person of W. M. Martin, 
M.P. for Regina, In the list of his 
qualifications for the provincial pre- 
‘miership, emphasis is laid upon the 
statement that he ‘‘is gq man with 
unblemished reputatign.’’ No doubt 
he is, but does he possess the force 
of character necessary to clean up 
the mess into which Saskatchewan 
|polities has fallen? He has certainly 
beguo badly, by consenting to retain 
in office the men who are respon- 
sible for the irregularities which 
have characterized the adofinistra- 
tion of the province during the past 
two gf three years. 

Mr. Martin is kKnuwn to have ac 
cepted the position with extreme re- 
luctance. A year ago he would have 
been glad to yet it, but much has 
\happened in the meantime tg make 
a prudent and honorable man change 
his mind. He has yielded now, pre- 
sumably, from g sense of party loy- 
alty without fully appreciating the 
‘strength of the undesirable elements 
which are sheltering themselves —be- 
hand him relying upon his personal 
istunding in the community to * pull 
them through. 

In one respect he has done what 
the better Liberals were hoping. He 
thas taken into his cabinet Mr. C. A. 
[Dunning gs provincial — treasurer. 
There is no explanation as to why 
he has not also included Mr. PB. BE, 
McKenzie, of Saskatoon, who was 
‘generally expected to become gne of 
shis colleagues, unless it be that room 
‘could jot be made for him without 
getting rid of one of the old gang 
who have brought such disrepute on 
the party and the province. 

On the other hand he has retained 
every one of the former ministry. 
Hon. J. A. Calder, who presided 
‘over the highways department while 
'the ‘‘bovs’’ were looting the treas- 
lury right under his nose, keeps his 
portfolio. So also does Hon. A. VP. 
IMeNab, the morality ynd legality of

| In short, the government of Sask- 
jatchewan has changed its front but 
not its character. Whether the peo- 
ple can he deceived by this veneer of 
respectability is a question which 
only a general election can answer. 
We take for granted that the new 
premier will appeal to the people at 
the earliest opportunity.

Helmbolt, the man who 
is accused of the murder of Sergeant 
Frank Whiteside, M.P.P., in) the tele- 
phone office at Coronation on the 
night of Sunday, September 24th, 
brought the case of the defence to 
a close at a late hour tonight. It

The evidence of tuday was start- 
ling.

of both Mr. and Mrs. Helmbolt. who ' 


are the only two living witnesses of 
the happemngs in that telephone 
room on the pight of September 24, 
Whiteside had = come tbere armed 
with g revolver. He bad drawn the 
revolver and had pointed it at the 
naecused. In a tussel the revolver 
was tired. Whiteside then backed up 
into the other rvom. Mrs. Helm- 
bolt had ted there when the yun 
was first drawn.  Helmbolt slammed 
the door and held it. He heard his 
wife screaming in the room where 
Whiteside was. He went and got 
the sawed off shot gun, which he 
had abbreviated two days previous, 
when he had intended to cymnrt sui- 
cide. He dashed back to the room, 
saw Whiteside taking aim on him 
with the revolver, and he (EHelmbolt} 
fired the first shot with the oid shot 
gun, Whiteside advanced again and 
Hlelmbolt fired the second one. 
That this is the real case of the 
defence brought out only today. Prior 
to that the reams of letters aud, 
poems read tu the court and = rhe 
intimate rel,tiogs between Mrs. 
Helmbolt gud the late Mr. Whiteside 


lcocabiane Mrs. Helmbolt to the’ 


States, where they were going to 
start all over again, and of her de- 
nial to the accused of any improper 
relations with the deceased until, the 
few moments before Whiteside  ar- 
rived at the telephone oflice.
